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MISSISSIPPI FLOOD 
THEME OF DRAMA 
GIVEN IN GERMANY 


George Kaiser’s Play Presented 
in 18 Cities—Scene in 
New Orleans. 


By the Associated Press, 

MUNICH, Nov. 6.—The 1927 Mis- 
sissippi flood provides the inspira- 
tion for George Kaiser's new play 
“Miseissippi” which has been pre- 
sented in 18 German cities this fall. 

New Orleans in-this drama fig- 
ures as a sort of Sodom and Go- 
morrah which the Mississippi, 
“flowing arm of God,” reaches out 
to destroy. A colony of religious 
fanatics is occupying land adjacent 
to the levee. Throughout the play 
conflict rages over whether the 
Government shall dynamite the 
levee, flooding the farm lands, or 
let it stand to save the farms while 
the city perishes. 

At length, the religious leader's 
former wife who left him when she 
lost faith in his theories of volun- 
tary poverty, arrives to warn Gov- 
ernment agents that the colony’s 
real purpose in clinging tu its land 
is to uphold and _ strengthen the 
“flowing arm of God” in its mis- 
sion of destruction. The Govern- 
ment representative (quaintly called 
Stimson) orders soldiers to drive 
them out with bayonets. The 
prophet of doom tries to the last 
to prevent the dynamiting of the 
levee, but is shot. Just before the 
river overwhelms him and the col- 
on;’s lands his former wife returns 
to him and dies with him. 


COMMON COLD INFECTIOUS, 
RESEARCH WORKERS FIND 


Transmitted Through Group of Fil- 
terable Viruses in the Nose, 
Experts Disclose. 
By the Associated Press. 

BALTIMORE, Nov. 
common cold is infectious, the 
agency of transmission béing a 
group of filterable viruses so smail 
that they defy the most powerfui 
microscope, it has been found by 
the research workers at Johns 
Hopkins University engaged in a 
five-year study of the malady. The 
announcement is made in the pro- 
ceedings of the Society for Exper- 
imental Biology and Medicine. 

The infecting agent, the virus, is 
present in the nose of every per- 
son suffering from the cold, the 
research disclosed. It has been 
found impossible to make it grow 
in the laboratory, but the effect of 
the success obtained in transmit- 
ting the disease is to strengthen a 
theory long held that the cold is 
the result of an infection and not 
merely the product of chemical 
changes in the body. 

The common cold research, un- 
der the direction of Dr. John Ja- 
cOb Abel, has been in progress for 
more than two years. Experiments 
have been performed using animals

After two weeks of vigilance, fol-

Co., city detectives today captured 
two men at Euclid avenue and

The men—Sam Accardi and Har- 
ry Max—both of whom have been 
picked up frequently for investiga- 
tién, fled when Accardi recognized 


a detective who ‘was _ following 
Rossman on nis way te the Savings 
Trust Co., 4915 Delmar boulevard. 
Accardi had a loaded pistol in his 
pocket. 

With $1600 in cash in his 
pockets, Rossman was walking 
north on Euclid at 11 o’clock fol- 
lowed by Detective Sergeant 
Charles Drewes at a distance of 
about 20 feet. A police car con- 
taining two detectives moved slow- 
ly behind Drewes and another po- 
lice car was parked near Westmin- 
ster avenue. 

At Westminster, Max walked 
past Drewes. while Accardi, stand- 
ing across the street, recognized 
the sergeant and signaled to his 
companion. Both men fled east in 
Westminster avenue. Max was cap- 
tured by Detectives Kourik and 
Henry; Accardi by Detectives Lee 
and Haverforth. 

Accardi, 21 years old, has been 
arrested 24 times in the last year 
for investigation. Max, 22, has 
served a workhouse term for auto- 
mobile theft. Detectives said they 
admitted they intended to rob 
Rossman and had been watching 
his movements for more than 4&2 
week. A warrant charging Accardi 
with carrying a concealed weapon 
will be sought. 


Soung Man and Girl in Auto Shot 
by Robber. 

Delmar Heitmer, 19 years old, 
1110 Gano avenue, and Miss Eve- 
lyn Opperman, 17, 6145 Emma ave- 
nue, were wounded early today 
when a robber fired a shot at 
Hieitmer in a holdup.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—As a 
result of Tuesday’s election, the 
next Congress will contain approxi- 
mately 16 Senators and 140 Repre- 
sentatives pledged to repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment. ‘This rep- 
resents a clear wet gair of about 
five in the Senate and 65 in the 
House, although it fails to ap- 
proach the two-thirds majority 
needed in each House to submit 
the question of repeal to the states, 
The total House membership is 435 
and the Senate 96. 


Nevertheless the result on the 
whole was to give the wets the 
most important victory, by long 


odds, which they have won since 
the, eighteenth amendment was 
adopted. The extent of the victory 
was not limited by the numerical 
gains in Congress. It embraced al- 
so the election of wet candidates 
for Governor and other state of- 
fices; it included wet referendums 
in various states and it added Mas- 
sachusetts and Illinois to the grow- 
ing list of states that have signified 
unwillingness to assist the Federal 
Government any longer in the at- 
tempt to enforce the prohibition 
laws. 
Great Psychological Effect. 

But the most important aspect 
of the wet gain probably was psy- 
chological. Thus, the re-election of 
Gov. Roosevelt in New York and 
Gov. Ritchie in Maryland adds 
nothing to the wet figures, but the 
fact that these outstanding advo- 
cates of repeal were re-elected by 
the largest majorities ever given for 
State officers in their respective 
states undoubtedly adds momentum 
to the wet drive. Thus, also, the 
fact that certain interests in Penn- 
sylvania were able to use repeal as 
a pretext on which they rallied hun- 
dreds of thousands of Republican 
voters against Gifford Pinchot, the 
dry Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor, and actually succeeded 
through that device.in making a 
close vate out of what commonly is 
is, the répeal- 
ists have acquired new leaders, such 
as Dwight Morrow of New Jersey 
and Dr. Cross of Connecticut, of 
unquestioned respectability, as well 
as ability. Their names add pres- 
tige to the cause of repeal. The im- 
portance of these more or less im- 
ponderable gains cannot be accu- 
rately measured, but it is considera- 
ble. 7 
When all these varied factors are 
weighed, it is obvious that the wet 
movement today has a momentum 
or “drive” far greater than it has 
possessed at any previous date in 
its existence, and this has a signifi- 
eance ofits own. Beyond question, 
it will influence the attitude of the 
party managers when the _ time 
comes in 1932 to nominate presi- 
dential candidates and adopt party 
platforms, and it is through such 
means, rather than through the la- 
borious replacement of dry Con- 
gressmen with wet Congressmen, 
that the wets look to ultimate vic- 
tory. 

Wet Gains in Senate. 

Returning to Congress, the clear 
wet gains in the Senate—that iis, 
examples where a dry Senator has 
been succeeded by one pledged to 
repeal—include one from Massa- 
chusetts, where Marcus Coolidge 
succeeds Frederick Gillett; one 
from Illinois, where James Hamil- 
ton Lewis succeeds Charles 6S. 
Deneen, and one from Ohio, where 
Robert Bulkley succeeds Roscoe 
McCulloch. 

In addition, there are three .in- 
stances in which dry Senators be- 


came converted to repeal during 
the campaign—Metcalf of Rhode 
Island; Glenn of Illinois and 


Wheeler of Montana. Moreover, 
Senators Walsh of Montana, Jones 
of Washington and Oddie of Ne- 
vada, all drys, promised during the 
campaign to vote for submission of 
repeal by the states if so instruct- 
ed by the voters of their states. 

In view of the fact that both 
Montana and Nevada have voted 
for repeal of State enforcement 
and that the Republican party con- 
vention in Washington adopted a 
repeal plank, it may be seen that 
these pledges have real substance. 
It is possible that further conver- 
sion may occur among wet Sen- 
ators in consequence of Tuesday’s 
election, 

Wet Claims in House. 
In the House the wets are claim- 
ing gains of 16 seats in Illinois (11 
for repeal outright and five pledged 
to abide by the referendum, which 
went wet); eight in New York, six 
each in Wisconsin and Ohio, five 
in New Jersey, three each in Cali- 
fornia, Indiana, Connecticut, Mas- 
sachusetts and Pennsylvania, and 
scattering seats in other states to 
a total of 70. 
A majority of these are ‘Incum- 
bents who switched their position 
from dry to wet before or during 
the campaign. A striking exam- 
ple of this occurred in New Jersey, 
where Morrow compelled the god 
publican convention to adopt a re- 
peal plank, thus forcing four dry 
Republican Congressmen from that.

Judge M. M. Logan, long term, 
and Ben Williamson,. short term, 
Democratic senatorial candidates, 
slowly increased their leads over 
the Republican.incumbent, John M. 
Robsion, seeking both terms, until 
they ranged around 35,000, 

Mrs. Katherine Langley, Repub- 
lican incumbent, was beaten for 
re-election in the Tenth Kentucky 
District, a Republican stronghold, 
by A. J. May, Prestonburg lawyer 
and coal mine operator, on the face 
of virtually complete returns com- 
piled today. 

With nine precincts unreported 
out of 326, May, who will be the 
first Democrat ever to represent 
the Tenth Kentucky, had 26,377 
votes to 23,524 for Mrs. Langley. 

May’s victory assured Kentucky 
of seven. Democrats in the House, 
with all indications that it would 
be nine. The Republicans won in 
the Fifth and Eleventh:

with water in our pails and covered 
our faces with them as a precaution 
against the gas." 

His wife’s apron saved the life 
of George Rasp, Jacksonville. Rasp 
said he was blown almost 100 feet 
from the place where he had been 
standing by the force of the explo- 
sion. He heard a roaring noise 
and then the shouts of his fellow 
workers. 

“In my hand, for some reason, 
was my wife’s apron, which I had 
brought from home this morning to 
tie around my face because the air 
has been so bad lately,” Rasp re- 
lated. 

“I dipped the apron in some cof- 
fee I found in a lunch bucket and 
tied it across my face. Then I 
crawled on @hy hands and feet—it 
seemed like a mile I crawled—until 
I came to an air shaft, where I was 
able to get up on a wooden stair- 
way.” 

The first explosion was tremen- 
dous. Tons of slate and coal were 
jolted into the passageways. Bodies 
of many of the workers were dis- 
membered. A short time later there 
was a second blast and the mine 
filled with gas, which penetrated 
masks and“held back rescuers until 
last night. 

Bodies Heaped in Shaft. 

Then rescue squads from Ohio and 
Pennsylvania, besides those recruit- 
ed from the surrounding mining 
territory, went down and discévered 
the extent of Ohio’s worst mining 
tragedy. There was a heap of bod- 
jes at the bottom of the first shaft, 
while others were lying throughout

throats or kneeling in prayer. 

The dead included all members 
of an inspection party, who had 
been lowered into the tunnels a 
few minutes before’ the blasts.

PARTIES TESTIFIES 


Miss Emma Borck, Divorce 
Case Witness, Tells of 
Long Friendship, and Re- 
ceiving Gifts. 


Miss Emma Borck, 5596 Per- 
shing avenue, referred to by Mrs. 


Morton K. Strauss, in her answer 
to the divorce suit of’ Emil S. 
Strauss, as “a certain outsider” 


whose presence at birthday par-’ 
ties and other family gatherings 
was objectionable to her, testified 
yesterday in a deposition taken. tn 
the office of Special Commission- 
er Forrest C. Donnell. 

Summoned by counsel for Mrs. 
Strauss, Miss Borck said she was 
65 years old and testified that she 
had been a business associate of 
Strauss for 34 years until his re- 
tirement as president of the Strauss 
Bros. Mercantile Co. four years 
ago. 

“T have always considered him 
to be my friend,” she testified. 
“While we were associated in busi- 
ness we occasionally went out to- 
gether’ socially. He always had 
some member of his family with 
him, except. perhaps, when we 
were both in New York on busi- 
ness and then we went out with 
mutual friends.”’ 

Strauss, 60 years old, sued for 
divorce Sept. 18, alleging general 
indignities and charging that in 
August, 1927, his wife turned their 
European honeymoon into a shop- 
ping tour. Mrs. Strauss, 42, living 
at the Senate Apartments, 25 
Union boulevard, estimated in her 
answer that Strauss is worth $3.- 
000,000. 

Questioned by Robert Burnett, 
attorney for Mrs. Strauss, about 
gifts she had received from Strauss, 
Miss Borck testified that he hai 
given her a diamond and onyx 
wrist watch which she has insured 
for $2000 and some perfume which 
he brought to her after a trip wo 
Europe. 

Strauss, she said, had advised 
her about her investments, and for 
the last five or eight years has had 
general power of attorney for her. 
For the last year and a half, she 
testified, either Strauss or his book- 
keeper has clipped coupons on 
bonds she keeps in a safety de- 
posit vault and deposited them to 
her account at a bank because she 
has been partially incapacitated as 
a result of an accident. 

During the latter part of their 
business association, she continued, 
Strauss sent his automobile for her 
each morning and she rode home 
in it each evening. Strauss and 
some of his relatives rode in it at 
the same times, she said. 

Miss Borck told of attending a 
family reception at Hotel Chase 
after Mr. and Mrs. Strauss re- 
turned from their honeymoon, and 
a party on Mrs. Strauss’ birthday 
in January, 1928. Mr. and Mrs. 
Strauss and members of their fam- 
ilies were dinner guests at her 
home on one occasion about that 
time, she said. She last saw Mrs. 
Strauss some time before her next 
birthday, she said. 

“T was in New York on her next 
birthday and sent her flowers and 
a telegram of congratulation,” she 
said.

his Opponent. Two other Demo- 
cratic congressional contenders who 
favored modification of the liquor 
law—Charles J. Murphy in the 
Tenth, and Thomas P. Riddle in 
the Twelfth—were beaten. Con- 
gressman Will R. Wood (Rep.), 
whom the Tenth District has re- 
turned to the House for many 
years, defeated Murphy by a com- 
fortable margin. Congressman 
David Hogg (Rep.) beat Riddle 
by about 3009 plurality... 

Congressman Albert H. Vestal, 
Eighth District, barely defeated 
Claude Ball (Dem.), his lead being 
nine votes on comptete unofficial 
returns.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 6.—With 
victory assured in his fight for the 
governorship, Gifford Finchot, dry 
Republican, planned today to go 
into seclusion to rest Prom his 
strenuous campaign. Pinchot’s 
election was conceded by his wet 
Democratic opponent, John Hemp- 
hill, and his lead was near the 80,- 
000 mark. With only 57 districts 
out of 8321 in the State missing, 
the vote was: Pinchot, 1,066,189; 
Hemphill, 986,283. The totel vote 
was the Jargest ever polled in a 
Pennsylvania gubernatorial elec- 
tion. 

In winning a second term Pin- 
chot carried 59 of the 67 counties 
of the State. Philadelphia geve

Britain. 

Prefacing his testimony with the 
statement that he had visited the 
United States about 40 times and 
made several recent visits, each of 
from two to four months, Sir Ar- 
thur said: 

“A visit to the United States to- 
day is almost a nuisance. It is no 
uncommon thing on arrival there 
to be welcomed with a supply of 
whisky. Any sympathetic - refer- 
ence to the subject will bring to 
your bedroom bottles of stuff, al- 
though you may not in the least 
require it. All this, let it be re- 
membered, is criminal Yet it is 
the usual practice of a large num- 
ber of otherwise well-meaning peo- 
pie to think it is quite the thing to 
provide you with drink and to 
show you how to obtain it. 

“Washington, from being a very 
desirable place, has become a very 
undesirable place. The spirits sup- 
plied are awful and dangerous in 
themselves. Prices of all intoxi- 
cants are extortionate. From what 
I have seen of prohibition in the 
States I shouldn't like to see that 
form of compulsion introduced 
here. 

“If you ask me if the liquor sit- 
uation in America is improving or 
growing worse, I'd say, from my 
own observations, worse—decidedly

POWER DEVELOPMENT MAN 


Wealtry Merchant Ran as Inde- 
pendent to “Carry On” for 
Friend Who Died.

PORTLAND, Ore., Nov. 6— 


Julius L. Meier, wealthy merchant, 
has won the governorship of Ore- 
gon. Meier, owner of one of the 
largest department stores on the 
Pacific Coast, ran as an independ- 
ent and his vote exceeded by about 
50,000 the combined votes of his 
three opponents. 

Meier entered the campaign in 
June after State Senator George 
W. Joseph, Republican nominee 
and his difelong friend, died sud- 
denly. Years before the two had 
been law partners. Meier later be- 
came manager of the department 
store and Joseph became identified 
with a leading law firm. The two 
were reunited when Joseph joined 
the Meier organization as chief 
counsel. 

A year before his death Joseph 
ran counter to the State Supreme 
Court by attacikng alleged short- 
comings of several of its members 
and by charging two of them with 
corruption.  Disbarment proceed- 
ings were filed against him and 
sustained. He then entered the 
May primary seeking “vindication” 
and was nominated on the Repub- 
lican ticket. At Joseph’s death 
Meier declared he would “carry on” 
his friend’s platform for “honesty 
in State government, power de- 
velopment, free speech and liberty 
to all.”” Meier did not receive the 
Republican nomination but elected 
to run as an independent when, he 
said, the Republican Central Com- 
mittee rejected the Joseph plat- 
form. 


ILLINOIS VOTES $14,000,000 
BOND ISSUE FOR RECREATION 


State to Acquire Land for Fishing, 
Hunting and Camping Grounds; 
to Propagate Wild Life. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 6.—Passage of 
the $14,000,000 conservation bond 
issue in Tuesday’s election assures 
to Illinois outdoor enthusiasts per- 
manent facilities for hunting and 
fishing and general outdoor recrea- 
tion. The measure provides that 
expenditures shall not exceed $1,- 
400,000 annually. 

The Department of Conservation 
of the State will be instructed to 
acquire 2000 acres of upland in 
each county where possible and 
80,000 acres of river bottoms and 
marsh lands, with the price not to 
exceed $50 an acre. The land will 
be chosen for scenic beauty, avail- 
ability for gentral outdoor recrea- 
tional purposes, propagation of 
wild life and suitability for hunt- 
ing and fishing facilities. 

Twenty-five per cent of the land 
to be acquired is to be set aside 
for sanctuaries for song and game 
birds and shall be reforested. Ten 
per cent shall be for the exclusive 
use of Boy Scouts and similar or- 
ganizations, civic and church bodies 
and to provide camping grounds 
for all individuals. There will be 
no hunting or fishing on these

Cardinal Hayes’ Speech. 

“T am not easily embarrassed,” 
said the distinguished visitor, ‘“‘but 
I must confess to a considerable 
measure of embarrassment at the 
necessity of speaking after your 
Archbishop. Not only in 8t. Louis, 
not today nor yesterday, but for 
many years, we of the episcopate 
have looked with admiration upon 
his easy eloquence, his philosoph- 
ical wisdom. It is but natural that 
I should feel at a disadvantage ‘1 
speaking after him. 

“His invitation to me to come 
to St. Louis was one of the most 
gracious acts of courtesy I have 
ever experienced. While both of 
us were in Los Angeles he per- 
suaded me to change my itinerary 
to include St. Louis. 

“I know of no one in the Cath- 
olic hierarchy who shows more of 
the spirit of God, nor more of cul- 
ture, than he. The American epis- 
copate of the church is composed 
of splendid men, brave, learned 
and capable. Yet all of us—I a 
Cardinal as well as the rest—look 
up to your Archbishop, love his 
Christian spirit and admire his 
wisdom.”

The new Senator-elect, a lawyer, 
passed his fiftieth birthday during 
the campaign. He was born in 
Cleveland Oct. 8, 1880. He got his 
education here at University School 
and later went to Harvard Univer- 
sity and Harvard Law School. 
His political history goes back 
to the day that in 1910, when Tom 
Johnson, Cleveland's Mayor, who 
championed the 3-cent street car 
fare, called him to his office and 
asked him to run for Congress in 
the Twenty-first District. He did, 
and won. Again in 1912 he was 
elected. 
lie played a leading role in writ- 
ing the Federal Reserve Act. For- 
mer Gov. James M. Cox, with 
whom Bulkley served in Congress, 
tells the story that Bunikley went 
stumping in behalf of the act. In 
Cooper Union Hall in New York 
he spoke to a vast audience. ITe- 
publican opponents of the bill sent 
hecklers to harass Bulkley, but 
the young Congressman confound- 
ed them by answering their ques- 
lions. Bulkley, a rather slow 
speaker with a monotonous voice, 
is not an orator, but he is im- 
pressive. In fact, in answering 
questions from an audience he is 
at his best. 
His Activities in Congress, 

While a member of Congress, 
Bulkley also helped to write the 
rural credits act and the farm loan 
act, although he was from an ur- 
ban district.

‘Gov. Roosevelt, one of whose main concerns dur- 
ing the two years of his governorship has been to 
curb the greed of the Power Trust, was re-elected by 
an unprecedented majority. 

Senator Walsh, author of the resolution to make 3 
Federal investigation of the Power Trust, was re- 
elected in Montana against the opposition of the 
‘Montana Power Co. 

One of the most spirited and closely defined Power 
Trust fights was in Colorado, where Edward P. Costi- 
gan, outstanding liberal and former member of the 
Tariff Commission under President Wilson, opposed 
George Shaw, the general counsel of the Henry L. 
Doherty public utility interests in Colorado. Costigan 
was elected. 

In Oregon Julius L. Meler was elected Governor. 
Meier ran as an independent on a platform favoring 
development of water power by the public, as op- 
posed to private interests. The defeated Republican 
candidate took the other side of the debate. 

Frank L. Smith of Illinois was defeated in his 
race for Congress. Smith was elected to the Senate 
in 1926 after certain Illinois public utility operators, 
including Samuel Insull, had contributed $203,000 
to his campaign fund while Smith was still sitting as 
chairman of the Illinols Commerce Commission. The 
Senate refused to seat this Power Trust candidate 
and now the people have balked his attempted come 
back. 

Another most interesting development was the de- 
feat, in Tennessee, of B. Carrol] Reece, regular Re- 
publican, for re-election to Congress. Reece was one 
of the leaders in the congressional fight against Sen-

Insurance Refund Trickery. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: | 

T the former refund made by tige 
A insurance companies they all agreed 
and properly so, that where the policy 
was assigned, the assignee was exclu- 
sively entitled to the refund. Now in the 
‘present refund of 10 per cent of premi- 
um on policies paid from Nov. 15, 1922, 
up to Feb. 1, 1928, some have changed 
this view (for a reason) holding that 
both the insured to whom the policy was) 
issued and all others to whom the in- 
surance was assigned are entitled to the 
refund and share therein. 

This stand is to permit the companies 
to retain an enormous sum which under 
such circumstances will not or cannot 
be collected by the insured. The trick is 
simple. As to policies insuring 
realty, a large part of them are 
assigned not only once but several 
times. The checks are made pay- 
able to the insured to whom the pol- 
icy was issued and all subsequent as- 
signees. This they well know would stir 
up things among the various owners 
as each receiving notice requiring him 
to make demand and the check being 
made out in all their names leads them 
to believe they are rightfully entitled to 
a portion of the refund (which is not 
true).

vation of this refund to the contrary, 
and the company is bound to recognize 
the assignee once it has consented to the 
assignment. This being the case, then 
why confuse things? Again, if it was 
proper in the former refund to rec- 
ognize only the last owner of the prop- 
erty, why is it not so now? Because by 
taking the present stand thousands will 
be saved. True, the last owner has 
checks payable to himself “and others,”’ 
but uncollectable for lack Of indorse- 
ment. 

Some of the companies are making 
checks to last owner as party legally 
and morally entitled to the refund. Any- 
thing assigned takes with it all rights of 
assignor and so with an insurance pol- 
icy which the assignee takes over with 
all benefits that may flow therefrom. It 
is the large companies that are resort- 
ing to this trick and the companies 
should not thereby be enabled to cheat 
the policyholder of that which is legally 
due him. 

An investigation in reference to above 
matter among the insurance agencies 
will show above to be correct, and the 
companies should be brought to time.

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OSTRICH STRATEGY. 

The crime problem, which should call for our most 
realistic logic, is provoking considerable thinking in 
reverse.

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THE CAPONE-CHICAGO ARMISTICE. 

Al Capone has proposed an armistice to Chicago. 
The king of the city’s Slat cmenane to aban- 
don his numerous activities—lidquor, vice, gambling, 
extortion, all the enterprises embodied in the cate- 
gorical racket—in exchange for the unmolested and 
exclusive beer concession, which he will operate in 
absentia through subordinates. If, however, this 
handsome proffer is unacceptable his envoys an- 
nounce their chief as disposed to appear in answer 
to @ vagrancy charge under promise that he will not 
be prosecuted.

He has weafied of pow- 
er and dominion and would fain subside into the 
respectability, ease and security of a country squire, 
reserving only such source of tribute as to maintain 
himself and retinue in their customary affluence. 

He has prospered mightily in Chicago. The mere 
mercenary, killing as he was bid, has, in a few swift, 
bloody years, achieved the monarchical crown.

Threat of German repudiation of reparations revives proposal for cancellation of 
Allied debts; U. S. hopelessly involved in European settlements; Allies cannot 
relax demands on Reich while we demand payment; bankers would have U. S. 
pull their chestnuts out of fire; America holds key to future world peace.

VERY United States administration 

since the war has insisted that repara- 

tions and the debts of the Allied Gov- 
ernments to the United States are in sep- 
arate compartments and no more related 
than stars and glow worms, On the other 
hand, the Allies, and, for that matter, the 
Germans, have always felt that as a matter 
of fact reparations and the political debts 
were logically and morally linked together. 
The Allies feel that they cannot pay us 
unless Germany pays them, and the Ger- 
mans feel that if it were not for our in- 
sistence upon payment of the political debts, 
as the Europeans call them, the Allies would 
gladly let them off in part or whole. 


Our international bankers have never 
been much impressed by our Government's 
theory of separateness of the two debts. 
They have at heart agreed with the Allies 
that in fact the two are one and inseparable, 


‘Consequently, it has been their settled pol- 


icy to get the United States, financially and 
economically, so involved in the reparations 
aspect of the dual problem that the even- 
tual outcome would be about the same as 
if the governmental view were as realistic 
as theirs, 


Of course, we all might as well admit 
that if the Germans do not pay reparations, 
the Allies do not intend to repay their bor- 
rowings from us, No amount of declama- 
tion insisting upon separation is going to 
break that relation. That hard fact. how- 
ever, did not necessarily involve us in the 
mechanism of the collection of the German 
reparations, 


Since the war, Germany as a whole has 
borrowed outside of Germany some $5,000,- 
000,000 and has paid on reparations account 
less than half as much—which plainly shows 
that such payments have been made out of 
borrowings and not out of revenues or in- 
dustrial earnings. There is the further 
ominous fact that Germany has not been 
able to balance the national Governmental] 
budget. The present deficit is $300,000,000. 
These two facts indicate the actual inability 
of Germany, even with the best of inten- 
tions, to pay the reparations bil] as now 
cast up. The Young plan is an economic 


impossibility, 
+ s e 


Nevertheless, our international bankers, 
with the moral support of our Government, 
and, through the bankers, our investors, 
have become deeply involved aa creditors 


| 


and commit us to support of the revision of 
the Young plan that the Bruening Govern- 
ment plainly hints is now inevitable. 

Any proposal for revision of the Young 
plan, involving as it will a further reduction 
of the reparations amount, will certainly 
renew consideration of cancellation or re- 
duction of the Allied debts. The supreme 
interest of the bankers is, of course, in the 
protection of the private loans, which might 
be imperiled by a revolutionary Government 
in Germany. But the more the interests of 
American investors are staked on the sta- 
bility of the German Government, the great- 
er will be their interest in enhancing pros- 
pects of repayment through reduction or 
abolishment of reparations payments and, 
therefore, of the Allied debts. 

The State Department could easily have 
prevented any American acta in 
reparations securities. That it did not do 
so implies, to my mind, a degree of moral 
obligation to help the lenders to collect. If 
collection should eventually depend upon 
cancellation or reduction of the Allies’ ob- 
ligations, there would be a powerful pri- 
vate interest aligned in favor of such a 
course, 

The changed economic conditions 
throughout the world may make revision or 
German repudiation inevitable. If the com- 
modity price level should remain where it 
is now it would mean a tremendous in- 
crease in the actual amount of the repara- 
tions, since it would increase the proportion 
of German wealth and labor that would be 
required to make the future payments. 


If Germany should repudiate, the sanc- 
tions provisions of the Young plan would 
come into effect, France would be author- 
ized to reoccupy evacuated Germany. Such 
@n occupation would mean war. To the ex- 
tent that our people are holders of repara- 
tions bonds, the question of war and peace 
in Europe would be up to the United States. 
The question would take the form of off- 
setting repudiation by cancellation of the 
Allies’ debts or of backing the Allies in an 
effort to collect reparations or their equiva- 
lent by force of arms. Probably in the last 
resort France would, if she could, annex the 
Ruhr or hold it indefinitely as a pawn. Per- 
sonally, I have no doubt that when con- 
fronted by such a dread situation as new 
wars and chaos in Europe, our people would 
favor debt cancellation. . 

With the political debts out of the way, 
arrangements could easily be made for Ger- 
many to honor the reparations obligations 
already in the hands of investors, and the 
prospects for ultimate lquidation of private 
loans to German Governments and indus- 
tries would be greatly improved. Of course,

A few 
systems showed gains over a year 
ago, but this was largely attrib- 
utable to increased units. Grand- 
Silver showed a gain of 131-5 per 
cent over October, 1929, but this 
year’s figures included the \Cana- 
dian subsidiary. Merchandising is- 
sues moved narrowly. 

Developments in the petroleum 
industry reflected continued unset- 
tlement, and Standard of New Jer- 
sey touched 615, a new low. Simms 
Petroleum omitted the 40-cent 
quarterly dividend, and reported a 
small deficit for the third quarter. 
Crude oiI now is the lowest in 15 
years in some instances. The weekly 
production statistics showed a fur- 
ther cut in crude output, but gaso- 
line stocks continued to gain, show- 
ing an upturn of 560,000 barrels 
for the week. Conditions in the 
industry appear to be promoting 
consolidations. Texas Corporation 
has made an offer for Indian Re- 
fining, and Tidewater-Associated is 
negotiating for Richfield. 

The weekly building statistics 
showed a small.drop from the pre- 
vious week.

Public Testimony Begins in 
Against 47 Firms and In- 


dividuals. 


A public hearing of charges by 
the United Stetes Department of 
Agriculture that old line livestock 
dealers on the East Side have boy- 
cotted two co-operative associa- 
tions sponsored by the Federal 
Farm Board, and an established 
commission company which con- 
tinued to do business with the co- 
operatives, was begun today in the 
Federal Bullding in East St. Louis. 
Forty-seven firms and individ- 
uals, comprising nearly all the 
membership of St. Louis Livestock 
Exchange and St. Louls Order Buy- 
ers’ Association, were cited to ap- 
pear and show cause why their li- 
censes should not be revoked. 


Motions to dismiss the inquiry, 
a demurrer to the allegations of the 
citation and a motion for contin- 
uance, offered by W. M. Borders 
Jr. of Kansas City, attorney for 
the commission men, were ovér- 
ruled by Examiner J. B. Horigan, 
an attorney in the Department of 
Agriculture, who is conducting the 
hearing. 

Attacks Packers Act of 1921. 


In his motion to dismiss, Borders 
stated that the packers and stock- 
yards act of 1921 was unconstitu- 
tional in that the definition of Il- 
legal and unfair practices was not 
sufficieft; that it delegated to the 
Secretary of Agriculture the legis-' 
lative power of determining what 
wasillegal or unfair; that it was an 
attempt by Congress to define in- 
terstate commerce, whereas courts 
have held that only courts may de- 
termine the question, and that the 
procedure for inquiries was not 
outlined sufficiently, amounting to 
a denial of due process of law. 
Although the case directly con- 
cerns only the question whether 
there has been a violation of the 
packers and stockyards act, which 
has regulated the livestock business 
for many years, the outcome will 
have a decided bearing on the pro- 
gram of the Federal Farm Board 
in the fostering of co-operative as- 
sociations as a means of passing 
the middle man’s profit back to 
the producer. 

The firms alleged to have been 
boycotted are the Producers’ Live- 
stock Association, its affiliated en- 
terprise, the National Order Buying 
Association, and Kennett, Sparks & 
Co., an established commission 
concern. 

Assails Government Policy. 


W. A. Moody, president of the 
St. Louls Live Stock Exchange, 
which is not a party to the action, 
although most of its members have 
been cited, in a statement fesued 
before the hearing began, termed 
the action of the Department of 
Agriculture “an attempt to de- 
stroy completely the existing com- 
petitive live stock marketing sys- 
tem which represents a half cen- 
tury of constructive development.” 
“We have the sad spectacle of 
the Federal Government, supposed 
to represent the interest of all of 
the producers of stock, using its 
mighty power to force 90 per cent 
of the stock men of the country 
to quit the firms of their own 
choice and compel them to market 
their stock through a Government- 
backed gigantic animal food trust,” 
Moody said. 

“The so-called old line firms 
which are cited are not accused of 
any crime against business or vio- 
lation of moral ethics; but sim- 
mered down to cold facts, the only 
charge against them is that they 
are defending their business lives 
against ruthless Government com- 
petition,” he added. 

Moody said the St. Louis Live 
Stock Exchange, since its organiza- 
tion in 1885, has consistently aided 
live stock producers in improving 
the quality of their product and 
the demand for it, and had built 
up the volume of business so that 
sales in the St. Louis market ap- 
proximate $100,000,000 annually. 
St. Louis is second only to Chi- 
cago as the largest hog market in 
the world. — 

“It is inconceivable to us,” 
Moody said, “that farmers and 
feeders throughout the great West 
will welcome the advent of monop- 
olistic Government control of the 
marketing of livestock. We believa 
that they prefer the old system of 
having the right to ship their 
stock when they see fit to what- 
ever market and whatever firm 
they prefer.” 

Calis Prosecation Vicious. 
Elgin T. Cash, president of the 
Order Buyers’ Association, said 
the fifms affiliated with his organ- 
igation intend to “fight to the last 
ditch” the Government's “attempt 
to drive us out of business.” 
“This prosecution,” he declared, 
“fa utterly vicious, and if the Gov- 
ernment succeeds in eliminating us 
with no excuse whatever, except 
its destre to confiscate our business 
and give it to the Federalh Farm 
Board’s pet, the newly-created Na- 
tional Order Buying Association, it 
will pave the way for similar con- 
fiscation of other lines of trade 
and break down the whole business 
fabric of the country.”

Nobel prize in literature for 1930. 
He was as nervous as acat. He 
said so himself, after being photo- 
graphed at his publishers’ office 
for the pdpers and newsreels. “I 
feel,” he’said, “‘the highest hon- 
or and gratification at being the 
first American to be awarded. the 
Nobel prize in literature, and I am 
accepting it with pleasure. 

“I shall use it to support a well- 
known young American author 
and his family and to enable him 
to continue writing.” 

The prize is worth $46,350. The 
young American author is Sinclair 
Lewis himself. 

The Prize He Rejected. 

As for his acceptance in the 
face of his rejection of the Pulit- 
zerg prize for “Arrowsmith” in 
1926, Lewis explained: 

“The reason is the enormous dif- 
ference between the two prizes. 
the Nobel prize is an international 
prize with no strings tied. It is 
awarded on the basis of excellence 
of work. 

“The Pulitzer prize, on the oth- 
er hand, is cramped by the provi- 
sion of Mr. Pulitzer’s will that the 
prize shall be given ‘for the Amer- 
ican novel published during the 
year which shall best present the 
wholesome atmosphere of Amer- 
ican life, and the highest standard 
of American manners and man- 
hood.’ This suggests not actual 
literary merit, but obedience to 
whatever code of good form may 
chance to be popular, at the mo- 
ment.” 

As a result, he said, the Pulitzer 
prize has been given to some me- 
diocre novels. 

Has Wife and Two Sons. 
The family which the prize 
money will help support is Mrs. 
Dorothy Thompson Lewis, a son, 
Michael, four months old, and 
Lewis’ other son.

TWOSLANN IN AMBUSH 
IN BRONX APARTMENT 


Shotgun Assassins Fire Through 
Windows of Suite Rented 
for Purpose. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—Two men 
‘were murdered in the court yard 
of a Bronx apartment house yes- 
terday afternoon by assassins who 
had leased an apartment in the 
building for the purpose. The two 
men were killed with, shotguns, 
which the killers left in’ the apart- 
ment. Two women saw the kill- 
ers walk out through the court 
yard, past the bodies of their vic- 
tims and away. 

One of the victims was Stephen 
Ferreigno, 34 years old, who oc- 
cupied an apartment on the third 
floor of the building. Ostensibly 
he was an electrician, but police 
assume from the elegance of his 
apartment that he must have had 
some more profitable employment. 
In his pocket was a card indicat- 
ing he was a vice president of the 
A. D. C. Holding Corporation.

The attack was made as the two 
men passed the windows of the 
killers’ apartment on the way out 
of Ferreigno’s suite after some sort 
of conference which they were the 
last to leave. The killers fired 
through the window panes. The 
shotgun shells were loaded with 
.45-caliber slugs. Ferreigno and 
Minea, struck in the back of the 
head, were killed outright. 

The apartment from which the 
shots were fired was rented by a 
man who said he was Frank Ru- 
bens. He signed a lease last Mon- 
day and paid the building super- 
intendent $90 for a month’s rent. 


U.S. ENVOY TO SEEK REASON 
FOR ARREST OF PHOTOGRAPHER 


By the Associated Press. 
SANTIAGO DE CHILE, Nov. ¢.— 


United States Ambassador Culbert- 
son today sought an explanation 
from Chilean authorities of the de- 
tention of Capt. Albert W. Stevens, 
aerial photographer for the Na- 
tional Geographic Society, as he 
was about to leave Chile yesterday. 

The Ambassador said his com- 
plaint was not against the Chilean 
Goverhiment, but against Col. Me- 
rino, head of army aviation, who is 
understood to have ordered the ar- 
rest. 

Capt. Stevens was detained for 
three hours, but was released after 
Culbertson interceded. 

The American officer arrived 
here Oct. 21 from Argentina and 
has been making photographs of 
the Antilles, always riding in mili- 
tary planes piloted by Chilean avi- 
ators. 

He is understood to have refused 
to submit the photographs to Col. 
Merino on the ground that the pic- 
tures were taken under his supervi- 
sion. He obtained permission to 
leave Chile by yesterday’s north- 
bound mail plane, but when the 
plane reached Ovalle he was forced 
to return to the Santi4go airdrome, 
where he was arrested. 


HOW J. H. LEWIS WOULD 
APPROACH LIQUOR QUESTION 


CHICAGO, Nov. 6.—George 
Wickersham and Gov. Franklin 
Roosevelt are the two men with 
whtom Senator-elect J. Hamilton 
Lewis of Illinois would prefer to 
discuss plans for the correction of 
what he termed during his cam- 
paign “The evils of prohibition.” 
Lewis said he also would confer 
“with men who have at heart first 
of all the well-being of the republic 
and not their own political futures” 
in searching out a solution. 

He declared that he could “see 
three or four men who will try to 
use Tuesday's election results in 
maneuvering for a presidential 
nomination,” continuing, “if that is 
permitted the result will be a hodge 
podge of promises and half-baked 
measures growing out of the rivafry 
of aspirations.” 

Elected after a campaign in 
which he advocted a return of 
liquor control to individual states, 
Lewis urged that the problem be 
approached from a nonpartisan 
standpoint. “I say that in handling 
of the problem of prohibition there 
must be diplomacy and by diplo- 
macy I mean honest consideration,” 
he said. “It is the largest question 
we have to face today and it is so 
understood to be in the remotest 
village.’’

It is evident, therefore, that in 
order to profit most by the valua- 
ble training which the school of- 
fers the child needs to be free from 
all serious physical defects. 

All progressive schools now in- 
sist on a certificate of physical fit- 
ness for all children seeking ad- 
mission. Schools alone, however, 
cannot secure for’ the child the 
fullest physical well-being. That, 
in the last analysis is the privilege 
and obligation of the parents.

To DryClean Gloves 


GOOD wrinkle for cleaning 
A gloves quickly and often, with- 
out wetting them, is presented 
here. The apparatus is simple, in- 
expensive and can be quickly as- 
sembled. It consists of one pint 
jar with a perforated top for a 
powder shaker, a 12x14-inch bread 
board, one stiff brush, a quarter- 
pound of fuller’s earth, an equal 
amount of powdered alum, the 
same quantity of powdered animal 
charcoal, a carton of loose bran 
and a slice of toasted bread when 
required. 
The gloves are placed on the 
board, and brushed on both sides 
with a mixture of equal parts of 
dried fuller’s earth and powdered 
alum (mixed and placed in the 
shaker). Then the powder is 
wiped off, and the gloves covered 
with dry bran which is also 
brushed off. The gloves, if not 
very badly soiled, will, by this 
process, become entirely clean. 
Should there be greas. or sweat 
stains, remove them with powdered 
animal charcoal] and crumbs of 
toasted bread, then rub the gloves 
with a clean woolen cloth dipped 
in the powdered fuller’s earth and 
alum. Gloves treated in this man- 
ner will appear as if new for a 
long time.

REPORTED TAKEN 


Money for Steel Workers 
Seized by Five Men on 
the Southern Pacific at 
Nobel, Cal. 


PERSONS IN COACHES 
THROWN INTO PANIC 


Blowing Out of Electric 
Transformer Mistaken for 
Bomb — Two Machine 
Guns on Robbers’ Auto. 


By the Associated Press. 
OAKLAND, Cal., Nov. 17.—Five 


or more masked men held up and 
robbed a Southern Pacific passen- 
ger train of possibly $40,000 near 
Nobel, Cal., today, throwing pas- 
sengers into a panic. 

The train, No. 36, on the way 
from Oakland to Tracy, Cal., car- 


ried a consignment of $40,000 to 
$55,000 in currency and silver in 
mail sacks for the American Trust 
Co. at Pittsburg, Cal. The money 
was to be used to cash checks for 
the Columbia Steel Works’ payroll. 
In addition there was said to be 
much other valuable mail aboard. 

One robber boarded the train, 
presumably as it left Berkeley, 
walking through or over the cars, 
he reached the engine where he 
held up the fireman and engineer 
at Nobel, a small station. He 
forced them to stop the train 
there, leave the engine and lie face 
down on the ground. 

Large Sedan Waiting. 

At Nobel a large sedan with sev- 
eral other masked men -and two 
mounted machine guns was wait- 
ing. One robber had a shotgun and 
the others were armed with auto- 
matic rifles, train men and pas- 
sengers said. 

With the engineer and fireman 
covered by one man, the other rob- 
bers went to the baggage car, held 


up the clerk, John McClintock, 


and grabbed sevéral mail si.cks. 

Miss Mabel Skaale, a commuter, 
said she saw the robber pass a mail 
sack from the baggage car to an- 
other man waiting on a flat car 
and he passed it on to another 
man in the sedan. 

During the robbery an electric 


transformer at the side of the 


track blew out and threw passen- 


gers into a panic. Thinking it |5 
was a bomb, they got ont jewelry, | 
money and Other valuables and | 


held them in their laps. But the 
robbers ignored the passengers.

After the robbery the robbers 
sot into their car and dashed 
away. A trail of loot found later 
Indicated that they had gone to- 
ward Oakland.
